And the Dreadful Scenes Witnessed 


There Result in the Acquittal of the 


Remaining Anarchists — May 


Substitute the Gallows. 


LONDON, March 14.—The acqalttal 


of the remaining anarchist prisoners at 
Xerpfl, Is not wondered at. The execu- 
tions excited the greatest disgust and 
horror throughout Sptvln, William H. 
Lavcllc, an English merchant who was 
in Xoros on the occasion of the execu- 
tions, says it wan the most horrible 
spectnclo that he had over witnessed. 
A scaffold had been specially erected 
alongside the wall of tho prison facing 
the square, and on this \viis placed 
four chairs, each fastened to n stalce to 
which was fixed a 
powerful lever 


which was to work the screw of the 
gari'ote. 


InsUU 
1 the prison a large cell had 


been draped with crepe, and in this 
gloomy 
apartment condemned men 


spent tlic last few hours of their life 
with monies, who exhorted them, with- 
out euusing to repent of their sins and 
thus prepare to meet their God. At 5 
o'cloclc a priest celebrated mass in the 
cell and the monks endeavored to 
once 
more 
rouse 
the 
anarchists 


to the performance 
of their relig- 


ious 
duties, Zurxueela rcpeled the 


ghostly advisors and refused to rise 
from Ills mattress, but tho other three 
knelt and apparently prayed, with 
something like a fervor. Just before 0 
o'clock a proccfsnlon was formed, and 
proceeded to the scaffold, The prisoners 
were securely ironed and strongly es- 
corted, 1 he priests and monks con- 
tinued their exhortations, but the con- 
demned men paid little heed to them, 
and HiiH.qttL continuously protested his 
innocence. 


The condemned men evidently suf- 


fered tho greatest agony. As the screw 
entered tho back of the neck, their 
eyes seemed to burst from their heads, 
and their tongues protruded, and they 
seemed to bo trying to cry out. All 
this ttmo a priest was muttering pray- 
ers In the ears of tho sufferers, ODD of 
whom, Zarzueela, triei to spit nt o fa- 
ther besido him. Zurzueela wnfl drunk, 
and tho others wore hardly sober. 


Mr. Lavelle afterward spoke to one 


of tho officials about tho tortures tho 
men had endured. The official said 
that no doubt it was terrible, and there 
was a strong feeling in Spain in favor 
of tmbstituting the gallows for tho gur- 
rot«.

ently dond, before tho altar. Tho at- 
tendant priests quickly raised the form 
of tho bishop iu their arms and bore 
him to an adjoining room, where modi 
cal assistance was promptly secured, 
It was found that tho bishop had suf- 
fered n atroko of paralysis, and though 
he still survived, the physicians de 
clarod that there was no hope for his 
recovery.

The Naval Appropriation BUI. 


VVAsni.NGTON, March 14.— The report 


of Representative Herbert, chairman 
of the house committee on naval af- 
fairs, accompanying the naval appro- 
priation bill has been submitted to the 
house. The bill carries an appropria- 
tion of 523,600,833, being (53,407,810 less 
than the estimates and $3,814,831 less 
than the appropriation for tho current 
fiscal year. 


During the coming yeai- very much 


loss will be needed for the repairs of 
the hulls, boilers and machinery of 
•hips of tho old navy. Since July 1, 
800, nino of the so old vessels have been 
itricken from tho register, and still 
others will be retired between this and 
fuly, 1803. For some years past there 
mvo been provisions in appropriation 
nils that no money should be expended 
on tho hulls or boilers and machinery 
of wooden ships, unless such repairs 
could be made with less than 20 per 
cent, of the original value of such ves- 
lels, or of such boilers and machinery. 


The committee recommend that this 
unitary amount be 10 per cent, and 
,hat it be further provided that no new 
rollers shall bo made for any \voodon 
vessels. The committee have cxcepted 
!rom the operation of those limitations, 
lowcver, the Kcarsngo and the Hart- 
'ord, believing that as tho oldConstHu- 
ion has been kept alive as a receiving 
ship and otherwise for now nearly a 
century since she was built, so, in view 
of their historic services, tho Hartford 
and the Kearsago should bo kept as pa- 
triotic memorials of tho pnst. 


The committee believe that it should 


je the settled policy of congress to au- 
,horizo tho construction of one or 
more now vessels at each regular ses- 
eion until we shall have provided a 
considerably larger number of fighting 
ships than wo now have, or will have 
when those authorized nro completed. 
The recent Chilian ombrogllo, during 
which a naval war seemed Jor a time 
X) bo quite a probability, developed 
ihe fact that our people at large quite 
approve of tho policy in which wo are 
engaged of re-habilitating the navy. 


ConpresBlonal Forecast.

Discovered a Bonanza. 


HEKMOSILI.O. Mexico, March 14.—The 


long-soughl-for mine of "Tumacacori" 
has been discovered, the fortunate 
prospector being James Fisher. It is 
located about SO miles west of Tubac, 
in the state of Sonora. This famous 
mine was discovered originally by the 
Jesuit fathers, who worked it for many 
years. 
The Apache Indiana finally 


drove out and massacred the religious 
pioneers, the latter rather than leave 
their wealth to their persecutors ob- 
literated all traces of the mine which 
1ms been hunted for ever since by per- 
sons who had heard the story handed 
down by the Jesuit fathers. Mr. Fisher 
states that he has abundant evidence in 
the nature of the old workings to sup- 
port his claim of having without ques- 
tion discovered the original Tumaca- 
cori bonanza mine. 


Reapportlonment in Iowa. 


DES MOINES, la., March 14.—The 


democratic members of the house and 
senate have agreed upon a caucus bill 
for a reapportionmont of the state into 
congressional and senatorial districts 
which will be introduced into

house and senate to-day. The measure 
g'ives a fair apportionment, by the vote 
on the secretary of state in 18UO. Six 
of the districts are democratic and five 
republican. The bill will probably be- 
come a law.

OALESA, 111., March 14.—The statute 


of limitations has nullified a debt of 
$7,200, with interest for twenty years, 
and tax payers ore jubilant. In 1873 
G. II. Abbott, of Philadelphia, who

judgment in the 


United States courts. On one pretext 
or another the tax levy to raise the 
amount has been postponed until now, 
when the statute of limitations has in- 
tervened.

Brittain, and his guard and one of tho 
robbers was struck with a bullet, and 
is believed to have been killed as ho 
fell from his horse.
